WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — The 


Texas statute regulating motor ve- 
hicles operating under private con- 
tract was sustained today by the 
Supreme Court. 

This decision was handed down 
in a case brought by J. H. Steph- 
enson and others challenging such 
regulation by the State Railroad 
Commission. 

Other states have similar laws. 

The Texas act requires contract 
motor carriers to obtain permits 
from the commission. These can 
be issued only after the commis- 
sion has determined that the op- 


erations of the contract carriers 
will not impair the efficient pub- 
lic service of a common carrier 
then adequately serving the terri- 
tory. 

The commission also is required 

to prescribe minimum rates, fares 
and charges. 
Stephenson and others contend- 
ed the act was unconstitutional as 
it deprived them of their. property 
without due process of law and de- 
nied them the equal protection of 
the laws. 

The case originally was tried be- 
fore a statutory three-judge Fed- 
era) Court, which by a vote of 2 to 
1 overruled the objections.

EINSTEIN MAKES 
THREAT TO CANCEL 
HIS VISIT TO U. S. 


Irritated by Questioning Over 
Visa, Following Charge 
He Is Communist. 


By tho Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 5.—<Albert Ein- 
stein, Germany's famous scientist, 
stood like a schoolboy today before 


an American consular official who 
asked him rudimentary questions 
concerning communism, pacifism 
and anarchism. 

The professor took the question- 
ing meekly for a while then . 
up and declined to be put throug 
what he considered to be a sort of 
third degree. 

The occasion was his application 
for a visa for his impending trip to 
the United States. After the inci- 
dent he issued an ultimatum to the 
consulate, declaring that if he fail- 
ed to receive the visa within 24 
hours he would not go to America. 

Ordinarily a visa is granted to 
Prof. Einstein without his moving 
a finger. The reason for the ques- 
tioning this time was not explain- 
ed, but recently the State Depart- 
ment at Washington forwarded a 
demand by the Woman Patriot 
Corporation that the scientist be 
barred from the United States on 
the ground that he is a Communist. 

“When persons applying for 
visas hold certain political beliefs 
it is difficult if not impossible to 
grant the visa. For instance, are 
you a communist or an anarchist?” 
asked the Consul. 

Prof. Einstein's patience broke. 

What's this, an inquisition?” he 
asked. “Is this an attempt at 
chicanery? I don't propose to an- 
swer such silly questions.” 

Prof. Einstein was visibly nettled 
because the Consular official ap- 
parently did not know of his scien- 
tific appointments.

“Last night he came home about 
5:20 and resumed his arguments 
against leaving St. Louis. 1 could 
see he had been drinking so 1 tried 
to change the subject, and began 
preparing supper. He went into 
the bedroom. 

Appears With Pistol in Hand. 

“A moment later he came into 
the kitchen and called to me. I 
turned around from the stove and 
found him only a few steps away 
with a pistol in his hand. 1 said, 


He raised it and fired. 1 
felt the bullet strike me and I fell 
to the floor. He fired again, sev- 
eral times, and than he shot him- 
self, and fell near me.” 

Residents of the building who 
heard the shots called the police. 


Bryant had been wounded in the 
abdomen, left arm and right side. 
Bryant had shot himself through 
the heart. He had taken the pistol 
about a week ago from a drawer 
in his father’s store where it was 
kept for defense against robbers.

of the several states: 

“Article, 

“Section 1. The eighteenth ar- 
ticle of amendment is hereby 
repealed. 

“Section 2. This article shall 
be inoperative unless it shall 
have been ratified as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution by 
conventions in three-fourths of 
the several states within seven 
years from the date of its sub- 
mission to the states by the 
Congress.“ ;

The count was 272 for the res- 
olution and 144 against it. A two- 
thirds majority, or 278, was re- 
quired for adoption. 

Analysis of the vote disclosed 
that 168 Demderats, 103 Repub- 
licans and one Farmer-Laborite 
had supported the resolution, and 
that 43 Democrats and 101 Re 
publicane had voted against it.

was part of an unprecedented 
procedure in dealing with a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment. 
The debate was held and the roll 
called in a chamber filled to ca- 
pacity and electric with excite- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — The 
Senate completed its opening ses- 
sion in 20 minutes and adjourned 
today after disposing of routine for- 
malities. Adjournment was taken 
out of respect for members who 
have died. : | 

Walter Walker, Grand Junction, 
Colo., publisher and a Democrat, 
took the oath as a Senator today 
to make the temporary lineup 48 
Democrats, 47 Republicans, and one 
Farmer-Labor. 

The seating of Walker followed 
his 36-hour dash of 2100 miles by 
automobile and airplane to arrive 
in time for the opening session. 
While his assumption of office gave 
the Democrats a plurality of one, 
party leaders gave no indication 
they would attempt to take imme- 
diate control of the Senate. 

Walker was appointed to serve in 
place of the late Republican Sena- 
tor, Charles W. Waterman, but 
was defeated in November for that 
term by Karl C. Schuyler, a Re- 
publican, and can serve only until 
Schuyler qualifies. Schuyler’s cer- 
tification papers were held up at the 
last minute by failure of Hinsdale 
County to turn in its election re- 
ports to the canvassing board in 
time for the Republican to take the 
oath on the opening day. How- 
ever, Schuyler’s election was certi- 
fied at Denver today. 

Senator James J. Davis of Penn- 
sylyania failed to answer today 
when the first roll-was called in the 
Senate. Davis was not on the floor, 
or in his office. Last night Mrs. 
Davis said she did not know where 
the Senator went after seeing the 
Army-Navy game in Philadelphia 
Saturday. There have been rumors 
the Senator would not appear on 
the floor until after his trial by a 
Federal Court on a charge of vio- 
lating the lottery law as director- 
general of the Loyal Order of 
Moose. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
the Democratic leader, sald the 
Democrats would not attempt to 
take over control of the Senate at 
this session. Robinson took the 
position it would be “childish” for 
the Democrats to attempt to re- 
organize the Senate now inasmuch 
as the plurality will be switched 
just the other way when Schuyler’s 
election papers arrive this week.

Receives Several Callers Al- 
though He Had Planned 
Day of Rest—To Leave 
Georgia Tomorrow.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Dec. 5.— 
President-elect Franklin D. Roose- 
velt continued his conferences to- 
day, the last day of his present 
visit at Warm Springs. He had 
heped*to rest today before leaving 
for New York City tomorrow. 
His callers included Gov. Harry 
Woodring of Kansas, Guy T. Hel- 
vering, the Democratic Chairman 
from that State, and Jacob Coxey 
of Massillon, O., who led the fa- 
mous march on the nation’s capital 
by jobless in the last century. 

Woodring said that if there was 
anything his State was interested 
in it was farm relief. He and Hel- 
vering had a luncheon engagement 
with Gov. Roosevelt at the latter's 
Pine Mountain cottage. 

Coxey had a five-minute talk 
with the Governor, during which he 
discussed his plan for the creation 
of a national currency predicated 
on war debts. Then came Mayor 
James L .Key of Atlanta to pay his 
respects, and L. A. Bierley of Win- 
ter Haven, Fla., to invite the Presi- 
dent-elect to attend the orange fes- 
tival starting there Jan. 24. 

Coxey said Gov. Roosevelt had 
seemed interested in his plan and 
promised to see him again before 
March 4. 

The President-elect took his 
usual swim in the patients’ pool, 
but varied his procedure to make a 
visit to the infirmary for a physical 
exanimation before ‘visiting the 
pool.

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MARCHERS PENNED UP 
BY WASHINGTON POLICE; 
TO APPEAL TO COURTS

to supplement the younger and in- 
experienced Capitol force. 

Within the Capitol, all corridors 
were watched closely. Admission 
to the gallery floors was by ticket 
only, and all except employes were 
denied entrance. 

At the White House similar pre- 
cautions were taken. 

A heavy guard of police sur- 
rounded the executive mansion 
from early morning on. In addition 
to pairs of White House police at 
each entrance to the extensive 
grounds, metropolitan and park po- 
licemen patrolled the sidewalks 
around the mansion. 

The demonstrators in their pave- 
ment camp, meanwhile, were grow- 
ing noisier. A shout of boos and 
the chanted chorus of the “Interna- 
tionale” answered the Rev. Kiro S. 
Nickoloff as he sought vainly to 
preach to them. Nickoloff, in cler- 
ical garb, with a brilliant silk cape 
bearing a golden cross on its back, 
tried for more than half an hour to 
address the marchers from the 
curb. Nickoloff said he was a Greek 
Orthodox priest, but when asked 
his address replied he was from 
“here and there.” 

He had several dozen copies of a. 
small pamphlet attributing econom- 
i¢ conditions to a high tariff, jeal- 
ousy between political parties and 
the fact that “lots of people among 
all classes fogget there is a God 
above us.” 

Later, a milling crowd of 500 
demonstrators shouting, “get that 
cop,” was quieted with some ef- 
fort after they had discovered what 
they thought was a Government 
agent in their ranks. Pushing an 
unidentified man before them, the 
demonstrators advanced the second 
time close to police lines, shouting 
and jeering. Plain clothes men 
stepped rapidly in their midst and 
saved the suspected man from 
harm, separating him from the rest 
of the group. 

Just before noon, the hour for 
Congress to convene, upward of 
150 more policemen appeared at 
the camp, apparently to block any 
éffart to rush the lines. There were 
then some 300 armed poli¢e on 
hand, confronting, the marchers 
etimated by authorities at 2500 
or 80. . 

The police arriving at thé camp 
just before noon came in busses, 
trucks and patrol wagons, which 
were parked across the end of the 
street. This formed a barricade 
which would force any oncoming 
group of demonstrators to turn 
either up a sharp slope or down a 
steep embankment falling some 65 
feet almost Vertically into the ad- 
jacent railroad yards. The arriv- 
ing officers were massed about the 
vehicles. ; 

Federal authorities kept a watch- 

ful eye on the ‘marchers. Ob- 
servers in plain clothes from sev- 
eral Government agencies were on 
duty at the concentrtaion camp and 
at the Capitol. 

At the Capitol, meanwhile, Vice- 
President Curtis said he would re- 
ceive a delegation of not more than 
three of the demonstrators. He 
gave this statement to members of 
the Senate who inquired of him. 

“I will be glad to receive a dele- 
gation of three,” said Curtis, “if it 
wants to present a petition or to 
talk with me. That is the same 
course we always pursue.” 

After about an hour had passed 
with no indication the demonstra- 
tors planned to rush the police 
lines, the trucks, busses and patrol 
wagons were removed but several 
other vehicles remained about. 

The demonstrators meanwhile 
gathered in groups of 200 to 300 to 


hear speeches by their leaders, 
cheering vigorously at references 
derogatory to police. Three or four 
officers stood near each of the 
groups. 

In a conference with march lead- 
ers at police headquarters, Maj. E. 
W. Brown, Superintendent of Po- 
lice, flatly denied them a permit 
to parade from their quarters on 
New York avenue to the Capitol 
plaza. 

The demonstrators converged on 
Washington in three groups yester- 
day and today they were still on 
the stretch of street to which they 
were shunted on arrival. They 
were cold and cramped from a 
night spent in their trucks and 
automobiles. Two or three hun- 
dred women among them, however, 
were allowed during the night to 
go to homes of friends and sympa- 
thizers in the city and several who 
became ill were sent to hospitals. 

The marchers complained bitterly 
of their treatment but agreed they 
were helpless before the police 
strategy. 

Benjamin and other leaders 
counseled restraint to their follow- 
ers and several times ordered back 
unruly members who talked of a 
rush on police lines. 

Vociferous at first, the Eastern 
delegation, first to arrive, accepted 
the situation as it watched police 
reinforcements grow and saw 
among them squads armed with 
tear gas of a type which produces 
violent nausea.

De- 
featism, however, was in the air, 
he sal and if there was danger 
of revolution, it would be a revolu- 
tion caused by despair, by those 
who would say: “We have nothing 
to hope for, so let us destroy 
what there is.” 

“The tragedy of the twentieth 
century is that stark poverty, de- 
spair and sorrow have settled over 
our land. We must lift that cloud. 
God helping us, we will not fail.’ 

Weisenburger was apprehensive 
lest some might consider the relief 
bond issue relieved them of their 
responsibility. He pointed out that 
throughout the depression the pol- 
icy in St. Louis has been for the 
city to supply half of relief funds 
and individuals giving the other 
half. 

“The only difference,” he said, 
“is that the city’s previous contri- 
butions were mostiy eleventh hour 
measures to avoid social disturb- 
ance. This time the city’s share of 
relief is ready first instead of last. 
That’s the whole story.” 

A Growing Burden. 

The $4,600,000 bond issue recent- 
ly voted, plus the $3,850,000 sought 
in this campaign, he said, would 
provide none too much to meet the 
needs of 1933. Indeed, if the burden 
of relief agencies grows next year 
at the rate it did during 1933, he 
warned, the total would not be 
enough. 

“Mind you,” said Weisenburger, 
“this is not just for the relief of 
the submerged tenth, the poor we 
have with us always. Today’s vic- 
tims are people like you and me, 
who never thought it would hap- 
pen to them. They lived next door 
to you. Some have worked side 
by side with you in the endeavors 
of this community. This then, in 
its final analysis, is a fight for 
the community's self-respect, the 
community's health and social wel- 
fare, a fight that the homes and 
character of our citizens shall not 
be hopelessly wrecked. 

“Unless, voluntarily, we can cor- 
rect the evils of our system, the 
march, perhaps, has been too rapid, 
the advance too precipitant,\our 
progress ill-directed. For the waste 
of human souls, the destruction of 
human character, the production 
of human refuse, is not the will of

PAIR HELD PRISONERS

Burglars Work Two Hours and 
are Frightened Away 
Without Any Loot. 


Two men residing at 5701A Del- 
mar boulevard were held prisoner 
for two hours last night as four 
burglars attempted to open a safe 
in the Kroger chain grocery on the 
floor below.

Head was said to de unable to 
give the exact amount of his ip- 
propriations and he refused to 
say exactly when they started, ul- 
though he placed the date at 
“about 1924 or 1925.” 

The attorney said Head paid the 
men on oil barges and tugs, and 
that because of the constantly 
changing personnel in this type of 
service, he found it possible to 
place on the payroll fictitious 
names or names of men who no 
longer worked for the company. 

The discovery was made after 
the company, in its efforts to low- 
er expenses, found that this de- 
partment was not being reduced 
in proportion with others.

Liberties Union Attorney, Ad- 
dresses Y. M. H. A. 


Highlights in the defense of th 
unpopular were detailed by Arthur 
Garfield Hays of New York, attor- 
ney for the Civil Liberties Union, 
last night at the Liberal Forum of 
the Young Men’s Hebrew Associa- 
tion, Union boulevard and Enright 
avenue. 

They included Kentucky mobs, 
hisses or arrest for quotations from 
Lincoln or Jefferson, sworn testi- 


mony that the world was created 
at 9 a m. Oct. 29, 4004 B. C., mine 
guards’ bullets, jails everywhere. 

And yet, he remarked, the un- 
popular fared about as well in the 
United States as it did anywhere 
else. When he visited Russia and 
they talked to him of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, he related, he replied, “In 
Russia an anti-Soviet Sacco and 
Vanzetti would have been shot so 
quickly no one would ever have 
heard of it.” . 

Fear, he said, was the cause of 
repression of free speech, free as- 
semblage and free press. There 
was no repression except of un- 
popular opinions on live issues. The 
test of civil rights was not whether 
the average citizen could safely ex- 
pound “dangerous” ideas, but 
whether they could be expressed by 
“the most pitiable, radical and de- 
fenseless person in the community.” 

Unfortunately, he pointed out, it 
was in the nature of things that 
unpopular minorities must be led 
by “fanatics,” who care little for 
“respectability” or even life in de- 
votion to a cause. Remarking that 
he and his organization had no 
pet group—though of necessity it 
became identified in every com- 
munity with that community’s un- 
popular—he emphasized that re- 
pression was not a thing of any one 
section or any one system, but of 
human nature itself. 

He told a story about the man 
arrested in Philadelphia for quot- 
ing the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. The policeman, informed 
that the words were Thomas Jef- 
ferson’s, said, “Where is that 
guy? We'll get him, too.” 

Arrested by Mine Guards. 

Years ago, he related, he visited 
a Pennsylvania mining town where 
a union was in process of forma- 
tion, to hold a public meeting. The 
mine police ordered him out and, 
when he refused to go, put him in 
jail. He told the Justice of the 
Peace he was ready for trial. 

“All right,“ replied the justice. 
“I find you guilty and fine you 35.“ 
Hays insisted on trial, to inform 
“the millions who have wanted to 
know what goes on in these closed 
towns.” And the justice said, 
“Well, then, you’re not guilty.” 

The meeting was held under in- 
junction. “And was there blood- 
shed?“ Hays commented. “Of 
course not. We had the law and 
they had the power. Give one side 
both and, human nature being 
what it is, they are bound to be 
tyrannical.” 

A year or so later he returned to 
hold anqther meeting. The police- 
man who had arrested him greeted 
him with the cordial offer of the 
theater or an open field. What had 
come over the town? The police- 
man explained that repressive 
measures had been dropped, and 
“we find we don’t have much trou- 
ble with these people now.” 

Calis Repression Unintelligent. 

“As a matter of fact,” Hays add- 
ed, “there wasn’t much interest in 
our meeting. Expression gives peo- 
ple a chance to, blow off steam. 
That’s one reason repression is so 
unintelligent—because it rouses 
such hate and such a sense of out- 
rage.” 

Touching on the Scopes trial and 
the orthodex Southern fear of “any- 
thing that might undermine the 
faith of their children,” he com- 
mented, “We of the North may 
ridicule that, but as soon as 
minorities begin to attack our eco- 
nomic system, our morals, our mar- 
riage system—or anything we re- 
gard important—we react in exact- 
ly the same way.” 

An anti-evolution law had been 
beaten in Kentucky, he related, 
largely because a legislator insist- 
ed. it was not going far enough 
to legislate against evolution; the 
prohibition should extend to un- 
comfortable temperature extremes. 
It had succeeded in Arkansas be- 
cause, he thought, it had been 
backed by a proselyting atheist. 

“Even in civilized New York,” he 
added, “the children released 
from school every W esday aft- 
ernoon to go to church for half an 
hour of religious instruction. They 
go separately in their respective lit- 
tle groups, and pretty soon we haye 
in the public schools the very divi- 
sions that have excited prejudice 
for generations.” 

“With the right to persuade and 
the right to vote,” he said, touch- 
ing on the danger of suppression, 
in the discussion following his lec- 
ture, “we have a way, theoretically, 
to change the form of fovérnment 
without violence. If you deny 
either of those rights, then there 
is no way except violence.”

A plan for widening Third street 
for eight blocks, between Washing- 
ton avenue and widened Walnut 
street, including the acquisition by 


the city of the old Custom House 


at Third and Olive streets, will be 


“| initiated by Director of Streets and 


Sewers Brooks. 
Brooks returned today from a 


business trip to Washington. While 
there he consulted the Treasury 
about the Custom House, which 
fronts 110 feet on the east side of 
Third but which the Government 
probably will not need after com- 
pletion of the new Federal Build- 
ing. The proposed widening would 
take land of varying width from 
the east side of the street, but 
the city cannot condemn Federal 
property. . é 

At the suggestion of the Treas- 
ury, Brooks will ask Congressman 
Cochran to introduce a bill in Con- 
gress sell the. property to the 
city, at a price to be determined, 
provided the widening is carried 
out, At the same time, Brooks will 
recommend to the Board of Public 
Service a condemnation ordinance 
for the widening, with a clause coy- 
ering the purchase. 

Third street, now of varying 
width, would be made at least 80 
feet wide. Because of the steep 
grade to the east of it, property 
as far east as the alley probably 
would be needed to make fills be- 
tween Vine and Chestnut streets.

CHRONIC UNEMPLOYMENT 
AN INDICTMENT OF OUR 
CIVILIZATION, DOAK SAYS 


New Industrial Concept Seems to Be Re- 
quired, With Safeguards for the Wage 
Earner, Secretary of Labor Writes.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.— The 


severity of the unemploymert 
problem is dealt with in the annual 


report issued today by Secretary of 
Labor W. N. Doak, who says: 
“These recurring periods of unem- 
ployment seem to me to be an in- 
dictment of our civilization.” 

The report recounts efforts of 

the Government to improve tke 
situation of the wage earners, who, 
with their families, are said to con 
stitute “the chief buying power of 
the land.“ The wage earner is de- 
scribed as the one on whom de 
pression’s weight falls first,” arc 
consequently as the greatest sitf- 
ferer. 
“It follows,” the report states, 
“that with the great number now 
unemployed, the purchasing power 
of our people has been drastically 
curtailed, thus checking the flow 
of the streams into the channels of 
trade, reducing the products of 
manufacturers and the consump- 
tion of the products of thé farm.... 
“The finding of means to better 
this condition is taxing the minds 
of all our people and the energies 
of our nation. The National Gov- 
ernment has bent ftself to the work 
of aiding in every way possible the 
saving of work opportunities and 
their multiplication. It has advo- 
cated and adopted every plan which 
seems to hold encouragement.” 

It is said that in seeking a solu- 
tion, “a new industrial concept ap- 
pears to be demanded, one which 
will make such times as we have 
been passing through impossible or 
exceedingly rare in the future. The 
wage earner should be safeguarded, 
and whether this will be brought 
about by a reduced work week with 
a consequent spread of employ- 
ment, accompanied by some univer- 
sal system of unemployment insur- 
ance, or otherwise, isan immediate 
problem, but there is every reason 
to believe that the solving and re- 
moval of these recurring cycles of 
unemployment will fiot be impossi- 
ble to an enlightened and aroused 
nation.” . 

Mention is made that “one of our 
states (Wisconsin) has enacted an 
unemployment insurance law, the 
first in the history of the country, 
and its operation will be watched 
with great interest.” 

Menace of Overproduction. 

The depth of the unemployment 
problem is reflected in a discussion 
of the incréase of efficiency in in- 
dustrial production and the conclu- 
sion is stated that a return to 
“normal” will not in itself put all 
the people back to work. The re- 
port says: 

“Aside from the abnormal 
amount of unemployment oc- 
casioned by the financial and eco- 
nomic depression, a matter of 
grave concern, is the ability of 
many of our major industries to 
produce in much less time than a 
year more goods and products than 
the purchasing power of the coun- 
try can absorb; which, of course, 
occasions a vast amount of part- 
time employment. 

“This situation will remain, even 
when normal conditions return, un- 
less and until we are able to de- 
vise a solution or adjustment of 
the attendant problems; such as 
the absorption of the surplus of 
commodities or a decrease in pro- 


duction commensurate with the 
country’s demands; with either the 
employment of released labor else- 
where or reduced hours or days of 
work so as to spread employment 
“over a greater number of workers. 

“The development. of markets, 
the easier and cheaper distribution 
of our products, the maintenance 
of wages at scales which will per- 
mit and induce purchases beyond 
actual needs of subsistence and 
housing will all assuage this con- 
dition. The necessity confronts the 
country to solve these problems 
with as little delay as possible, as 
it is a truism that a high stand- 
ard of wages is necessary for a 
resumption of commodity purchases 
on a large scale—what we vitally 
need.” 

For Restricted Immigration. 

The activity of the Department 
of Labor in inforcing the restric- 
tive immigration laws and in de- 
porting aliens unlawfully in this 
country are referred to as of bene- 
fit. The number of immigrants re- 
ceived in the fiscal year, which 
ended last June 30, was 35,576, the 
smallest number in over 100 years. 
This compares with more than l,- 
000,000 a year about 25 years ago. 

Secretary Doak points out that 
this restriction of immigration, 
which he recommends should be 
continued, together with the de- 
portation of 19,426 in the year, re- 
duced the competition of foreign- 
ers for the available jobs. 

As to the future of immigration, 
Secretary Doak says that “mature 
consideration of our condition leads 
me to believe that the country will 
not likely again be in a condition 
to absorb successfully a similarly 
vast number of aliens as were al- 
lowed to enter until a few years 
ago. I believe that in the develop- 
ment of our resources and the nat- 
ural increase in the present popu- 
lation we have approached or 
reached the stage when the facili- 
ties and opportunities of employ- 
ment will not exceed our supply of 
workers at home.” 

He suggested further revision of 
the law so that the Department of 
Labor could say in advance when 
or how many aliens of various occu- 
pations should be admitted, so as to 
guard against the arrival of persons 
not needed. i 

Employment of Women. 

Employment of women in one 
phase of the problem discussed in 
the report. The number gainfully 
employed in 1930 was 11,000,000 and 
the report remarks that “it is sig- 
nificant that this number is about 
equal to what is assumed to be the 
total of unemployed workers in the 
country today.” ' 

As to married women who have 
jobs, it is said they should not be 
discharged indiscriminately simply 
because they are married and in. 
order to make a place for single 
women or men. It is pointed out 
that in many cases their earnings 
are necessary to support the fam- 


ily because of the partial or total | 


unemployment of the husband. 

The problem of children em- 
ployed in industry also is dis- 
cussed. It is said that in 1930 there 
were 235,328 children less than 14 
years old gainfully employed. At 
the same time there were 1,250,000 
children from 7 to 15 years old who 
were not attending school. 


OLD TESTAMENT ATTACKED 
BY GEN. VON LUDENDORFF 


“Jewish Gospel, Full of Deadly 
Peril to the German State,” 
He Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 5.—The Old Testa- 
ment yesterday was attacked by 
Gen Erich von Ludendorff, mili- 
tary associate of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg during the World War, 
who addressed a large audience in 
the Neue Welt assembly hall here. 

The occasion was a meeting of 
his Tannenberg Bund“, which was 
founded in 1926 and which includes 
worshippers of the ancient gods. 

Gen. von Ludendorff asserted 
that the Old Testament was “a 
Jewish gospel, full of deadly peril 
to the German State.” 

“The Jehovah’s commandments, 
to fulfill which’ the Jews and Ro- 
man Catholics are vying with each 
other,” he said, “justify political 
and private robbery and enslave- 
ment, yet they remain a part of 
the Christian doctrine.” 

The 67-year-old militarist contin- 
ued that Germans must find 
strength to throw this doctrine- 
overboard and follow a religion 
“kin to our blood, and reconcilable 
with science and with freedom as 
our ultimate salvation. 

Ludendorff expressly disclaimed 
any intention of attacking Christi- 
anity specifically. 


ILEANA’S PLANE FORCED DOWN 


BUCHAREST, Dec. 5. — Arch- 
duke Anton and Princess Ileana 
narrowly escaped injury today, 
when their plane made a forced

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 5.—Mili- 
tary authorities here yesterday is- 
sued a bulletin saying that, “after 
10 minutes of a thrilling aerial 
fight, a Paraguayan airplane ex- 


ploded eight kilometers southwest 
of Fort Saavedra.” 


Fort Saavedra has been a center 
of fighting during the last few weeks 
between Bolivian and Paraguayan 
forces. 


Belgian Election Results.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 5.—Increased 


Socialist and Catholic strength in 
the Belgian Senate as well as the 
Chamber was indicated today as re- 
sults came in from Sunday's pro- 
vincial elections. The Senate gains 
were at the expense of the Lib- 
erals and Flemish Extremists. The 
figures showed the Socialists 
gained 16 seats and the Catholics 
13, while the Liberals lost 25 and 
the Flemish Extremists seven. The 
provincial councilors chosen -yester- 
day will elect 44 members of the 
Senate. 


SOVIET LEADERS 
ALTER SYSTEM OF 
FOOD DISTRIBUTION 


Decree Directs Individual 
Factories to Look After 
Workers, Taking Over 
Co-Operative Stores. 


SHOPS TO HANDLE 
' CLOTHING ALSO 


Managers to Issue Ration 
Cards to Employes and 
Families—Aim Is to Pen- 
alize Deserters. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Dec. 5.—A fundamen- 


ing and clothing the bulk of the 
population of Russia was ordered 
today by Joseph Stalin and V. M. 
Molostoff, preisdent of the Union 
Council of the People’s Commis- 
sars. The change provides for de- 
centralization of the distribution 


of supplies. 

A decree effective Jan. 1 places 
the control of distribution of all 
foods, manufactured goods, and 
other supplies in the hands of in- 
dividual factories, industries and 
enterprises. 

The decree is designed to im- 
prove the distribution of supplies 
and to increase the discipline of 
workers. 

The new order, in effect, re- 
lieves the Government of must of 
the responsibility for feeding and 
clothing the workers and places it 
on the workers themselves. It 
provides that all factories and in- 
stitutions take over the co-opera- 
tive stores that are now the chief 
source of supplies and that thus 
far have been the vernment’s 
sole distributing channel. 

Issuance of Ration Cards. 
These stores henceforth will be 
operated as definite units in vari- 
ous enterprises under the adminis- 
trative direction of each factory 
and department head. 

Not only will the factories and 
other . establishments obtain their 
own supplies by dealing’ directly 
with producing organizations and 
peasants, but they will issue their 
own ration cards to employes and 
their families. This will keep 
shifters and deserters from tak- 
ing advantage of supplies intended 
for workers in good standing. 
Up to now ration cards have 
been distributed exclusively by 
house committees which admin- 
ister all the houses in which work- 
ers reside. 

Punishment of Farmer. 
A sharp warning to peasants 
against grain hoarding was issued 
by the Soviet newspapers, Izvestia 
and Pravda, simultaneous with dis- 
closure of stiff sentences for the 
slaying of a Government grain col- 
lector. 

A kulak, or well-to-do farmer, 
was sentenced to death and his 
wife to 10 years’ imprisonment for 
the killing. The Government agent 
went to the village Belokolodsk in 
Moscow Province to collect grain 
the kulak owed the Government. 
The latter attacked the president 
of the village Soviet and shot the 
agent. A village doctor who re- 
fused to treat the wounded official 
was sentenced to 10 years’ impris- 
onment. 

The newspapers took cognizance 
of the possibility of widespread 
hoarding. They admitted that the 
Government’s grain collections as 
a whole are “unsatisfactory” and 
said that such important producing 
regions as the Ukraine and Volga 
are still much behind.

LONDON, Dec. 5. 
HERE is, I believe, a great 
and growing stir in the minds 
of men to fight the somber 
destiny that hangs over humanity. 
The gathering distresses of our 
race, the unrelieved threat of war 
and the lassitude of gévernments 
are rousing a spirit which is in 
its essence revolutionary. 

Some of us who associate barri- 
cades in the street, crowd violence 
and the butchering of defeated 
rulers with the word revolution 
may prefer to say “reconstruc- 
tion.” | 

Whichever word they use, the 
reality remains that the will for 
change is growing as swiftly as 
summer thunder, and that many 
existing arrangements and institu- 
tions, from national sovereignty to 
the private sovereignty of indus- 
trial and financial concerns, are 
threatened. 

The majority of mankind is liv- 
ing in want and anxiety in the 
midst of such plenty as was never 
possible before; in danger and in 
fear, in the face of potential order 
and security. 

As the realization of this spreads 
throughout the world, impatience 
and revolt must increase and the 
revolutionary struggle, the struggle 
for a better governance, become 
more and more acute. 


Gathering Revolt 
Against World as It Is. 


Now this gathering revolt 
against the world as it is, is ex- 
pressing itself in a multiplicity of 
forms. There is no one simple 
revolutionary movement. We have 
in Great Britain various Liberal 
and Labor organizations, a multi- 
tude of Socialist initiatives, the 
Communists and so forth, all seek- 
ing to change the world for the 
greater happiness of mankind, and 
incidentally doing their utmost to 
hinder and discredit each other’s 
effort. 

The same confusion and waste 
of progressive effort appears in ev- 
ery country to which we turn. The 
aim to make the world anew and 
nearer the-heart’s desire of man- 
kind is universal, but the methods 
are generally local, sectarian, 
hysterical, partisan and confused. 

The forces of protest and recon- 
struction are, in the aggregate, 
enormous, but they neutralize each 
other and allow themselves to be 
beaten in detail by the forces of 
reaction. They seem unable even 
to arrest the creeping approach of 
another war in Europe. 

They misunderstand each other— 
obstinately. They misunderstand 
themselves. Could we rally them 
now, not necessarily to organized 
unity, but to a world-wide co-oper-

world can agree. Without such a 
plain statement, revolutionary ac- 
tlon can never be constructively 
revolutionary. It will degenerate 
into hysterical destructiveness. It 
will drive over masses of potential 
helpers toward repression. The 
new world will not dawn. 

But is such a statement, such a 
fundamental creed possible? I be- 
lieve it is. I believe a common 
creed of progress can be formu- 
lated now and I believe an im- 
mense economy and accession of 
creative power would ensue. 

For the last few months I have 
been studying all sorts of progres- 
sive and revolutionary plans and 
products and trying over a series of 
drafts to embody sweepingly, but 
clearly and definitely, just what 
should be the essential drive of ef- 
fort at the present time. 

I have been asking what we of 
the Left want and trying to work 
out the greatest common denomi- 
nator of the whole. The agreement 
upon realities I find immense; the 
differences are differences of senti- 
ment, feeling, strategy and suspi- 
cion. 


Calls World Peace 


Necessary Detail. 

I have submitted a series of drafts 
to scores of representative people 
and I have weighed every criticism 
and rephrased and rephrased it 
again, whenever it was found to be 
vague, weak or unsound. And here 
is what 1 have made of it: 

It is a double-barreled instru- 
ment. There is a statement first 
of the common aims and of funda- 
mental revolutionary strategy. Nec- 
essarily it is a socialist project, nec- 
essarily it is pacifist and demands 
a world pax. 

So far indeed as aims go 1 be- 
lieve the whole body of revolution- 
ary feeling and effort is agreed. 
But upon the question of strategy 
the summary I am offering here 
comes into conflict with one very 
vocal section of Left opinion, the 
old-fashioned class-war western 
Communist, just as it comes into 
conflict with the blind reaction of 
the Right and the sentimentalities 
and loyalties of patriotism and im- 
perialism. 

I write “Western Communist” de- 
liberately. Much of that old-fash- 
ioned stuff has been repudiated in 
practice in Russia, but it still 
screams and shouts and flounders 
about, an unmitigated nuisance, 
whenever the revolutionary spirit 
assembles in Europe and America, 
confusing the young and dividing 
counsel. 

We who want to see a new world 
amid the tottering fabric of the 
old have to get our minds clear as 
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between the easy futilities of insur- 
rectionism and the more difficult 
but more hopeful effort of progres- 
sive construction.

But first let me state what 1 be- 
lieve are the common objectives of 
progressive world effort: 

1. The scientific development of 
the actual and potential resources 
of the world and the distribution 
of the resulting wealth to provide 
the fullest and most vigorous life 
possible for the whole species. This 
necessarliy involves: 

I. The progressive replacement 
of production for private profit by 
collective production, and with this 
the development of a competent di- 
rection for collective enterprise as 
rapidly as it can. be organized. 

II. The establishment of a world 
system of money and credit that 
will insure a practical steadiness of 
purchasing power, in the money 
earned by the worker and guard 
the community against the aggra- 
vation and persistence of debt. 

Ill. The organization of a world 
pax to end war, secure the disap- 
pearance of armaments and the 
complete suppression of the private 
manufacture of weapons and the 
progressive abrogation of national 
sovereignty in favor of world con- 
trols. 

IV. The modernization of educa- 
tion throughout the world so as to 
insure to every human being the 
necessary knowledge and ideas and 
the necessary habit.of service, for 
conscious, willing and competent 
co-operation in the human common 
weal. 

V. The establishment and preser- 
vation of free speech, free publi- 
cation and the right of free move- 
ment tnroughout the world.

Like Chancellor von Papen whom 
he succeeded, Chancellor von 
Schleicher has the authority from 


President von Hindenburg to dis- 
solve the Reichstag if necessary to, 
save his Government. 

The Von Schleicher Cabinet was 
announced as a “Cabinet of concili- 
ation,” but is virtually the same 
as the Von Papen Junker Cabinet 
which resigned after a stormy 
period. Von Papen is out. Von 
Schleicher, in addition to being 
Chancellor, continues to hold his 
old post as Minister of Defense— 
and head of the Reichswehr. The 
new member is Dr. Friedrich 
Syrup, Minister of Labor. The oth- 
ers are: Foreign Affairs, Baron 
Konstantin von Neurath; Interior, 
Franz Bracht; Finance, Count Lutz 
Schwerin von Krosigk; Defense 
(temporary), Yon Schleicher; Jus- 
tice, Franz Guertner; Transporta- 
tion and Posts, Baron Elktz von 
Ruebenach; Economics, Dr. Her- 
man Warmbold; Agriculture and 
Eastern Relief, Baron Friedrich El- 
der von Braun; Minister Without 
Portfolio, H. Johannes Popitz. 

Despite Adolf Hitler’s intensive 
personal campaign, a 20 per cent 
decrease appeared in the vote 
polled in communal and district 
elections in the National Socialist 
stronghold of Thuringia yesterday. 
While the National Socialists sub- 
stantially increased their mandates 
in most centers as compared with 
the last communal elections of 
1928, their actual vote dropped by 
one-quarter compared with the 
Nov. 6 Reichstag election. 

In Weimar the Nazis lost 3881 
votes, in Gera 2773, in Gotha 2481, 
in Jena 2171 and in Eisenach 2016. 
The greatest vote losses for the 
National Socialists, as compared 
with the Nov. 6 election, were 48 
per cent in Ilmenau and 30 per 
cent in Apolda, byt they obtained 
more seats in both towns than in 
1928. Other parties registered cor- 
respondingly lower totals, with the 
Communists scoring a relative gain 
at the expense of the Social Demo- 
crats. 


TROTZKY- BARRED BY BELGIUM 


Police Meet Steamer When It Stops 
at Antwerp. 

ANTWERP, Belgium, Dec, 5.— 
Many detectives and police were on 
hand early yesterday, when the 
steamer Bernsdorff arrived, with 
instructions to see that Leon 
Trotzky, exiled Russian revolution- 
ary, did not go ashore. 

Trotzky, returning to Prinkipo 
Island, near Istanbul, after deliv- 
ering a lecture in Copenhagen, re- 
mained aboard the ship during its 
call here. The Bernsdorff stops next

Post-Election Reflections. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

wo domestic questions arose on the 

morning after the election that now 
seem, at the little distance, more impor- 
tant than farm relief, prohibition or tax- 
ation. They are political questions, 
which is nothing against them; for 
sooner or later the Americans must be 
cured of their present contempt for poli- 
ticlans and politics. These two questions 
involve the future of our major political 
parties. The first is: Who is going to 
reorganize the Republican party? The 
second: After March 4, what will be the 
relationship between President Roosevelt 
and the Western Republican progres- 
sives? 5 

As to the first, the reorganization of 
‘Republican ranks is not likely to pro- 
ceed far under Mr. Hoover. He lost too 
heavily to found a dynasty—he was not 
a Theodore Roosevelt, anyway. It has 
always been a question how firmly he 
stood with the real leaders of his adopt- 
ed party. Mr. Hoover has only himself 
to blame for driving away the progres- 
sives and making such a miserable show- 
ing in the West. 

From the start he aligned himself, in- 
cluding his appointments as well as 
measures and vetoes, with the Eastern 
industrialists in his party. Since that 
time he has learned that in a time of 
depression industrialists are few in num- 
ber and anything but generous. More- 
over, the industrialists who look to the 
administration for favors and privileges 
must tie to a winner, always. It is not 
what they learn from business to con- 
tinue support of a man who has lost his 
usefulness. Republican reorganization is 
far more likely to proceed under the di- 
rection of party men now in Congress; 
for, unlike the Democrats, the Republic- 
ans already have their ablest men in 
Washington. 

The second question can be put this 
way: Is Mr. Roosevelt going to be able 
—and willing—to hold the confidence 
and support of the Western progressives 
long enough to compel a political re- 
alignment? After all, there is room for 
only one conservative, Hamiltonian party 
in the country. Mr. Roosevelt’s cam- 
paign was frankly devoted to driving a 
wedge between liberal Republicans and 
their party; this was one of his major 
pieces of strategy. However, the elec- 
tion itself, so deep in the depression, 
proves next to nothing on the point. 
Only the future can show to what extent 
old political lines have been broken, and 
that future lies with Mr. Roosevelt and 
his Democratic majority. He is reputed 
to be a politician of parts. He is a prod- 
uct of New York Democracy which has 
(in that State) liberal enactments and 
liberal administrations to its credit. On 
the other hand, he inherits the oldest 
national party, and it is meaningless in 
label and ill-assorted. 

‘Certainly the President-elect has yet 
to prove he is a national leader. The 
question is: Will he be bold enough to 
strike out on the line which independent 
liberal thought has already charted? Will 
he take the chance of reducing his fol- 
lowing to a minority for the sake of 
a long and more wholesome political fu- 
ture? Mr. Roosevelt and his friends 
might well remember that the Demo- 
cratic party under Woodrow Wilson was 


in reality a minority for the first term; 


yet what a record! And what a decline 


in our political life since Republicans. 


and Democrats have been distinguish- 
able merely by being in or out of the 
jobs! 

Liberalism has not yet won the Unit- 
ed States, but it might—under compe- 
tent, fearless leadership.

DEMOCRACY IN ACTION. 

The first formal action of Congress, which meets 
today, will be the introduction of a resolution for the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment. In that action 
all of us, wets and drys alike, may find reassurance 
and hope. For this is democracy ‘functioning as it 
was designed to do, as the founding fathers believed 
it would function. We are witnessing a triumph 
of public opinion, a historic verification of the theory 
that ours is a government of public opinion. 

That theory hes been challenged by eminent stu- 
dents of affairs. They have been able to contrive a 
plausible case. They have impugned the sovereignty 
of the citizen as exercised through the ballot. They 
have questioned the validity of election results. They 
have charged that popular verdicts lacked discrimina- 
tion and intelligence. They have accused us of sur- 
rendering our convictions, of indolently declining 
even to formulate convictidhs. They have charged ui 
with abdicating our politica! responsibility in fatu- 
ous devotion to party labels. They have rendered the 
fatal judgmént that democracy is a failure, that pub- 
lic opinion, the lifeblood of democracy, has ceased to 
be a reality and faded into a myth. They have pic 
tured the arrégance of official power and the help 
lessness of the people under unwise public policies 
or contemptuous inattion. They have quoted Whit- 
man’s phrase—“the never-ending audacity of elected 
persons.” In contrary mood, they have pilloried the 
never-ending subserviency of elected persons to or- 
ganized interests. 

The cynics have had their day, but their time has 
expired. Vox populi has the floor. That voice de- 
livered its mandate on Nov. 8. And Congress is obey: 
ing it. If not this Congress, then the next. 

That is as it should be, theoretically, practically and 
historically as it should be. Democracy has reasserted 
itself. Democracy can assert itself whenever it will. 
In this latest demonstration we can find substance 
for believing that democracy will assert itself when- 
ever the occasion requirés. 

To the obituarians of democracy, therefore, not yet. 
Democracy has been sleeping, but it isn’t dead. It is 
throbbing with vitality. For that let us praise what- 
ever gods there be. For of all the forms of govern- 
ment devised by the wit or tyranny of man, de 
mocracy, as conceived in the American experiment, 
is the best humanity has known. Whatever its debits, 
its balance is magnificently to the good. 

We, the people, may fail, as we often have failed. 
The men we place in office may fail, as has often 
happened. Democracy has not failed. In our de- 
mocracy we have a plan, not Hmited to any period 
of years, but fitted for all time; not dependent on 
the exceptional appearance of colossal genius, but an 
instrument adapted to normal oapacity—a plan of 
rational government, deriving its just powers from 
the consent of the governed, in which public opinion 
is the supreme authority. 

This is the heartening truth which we are seeing 
in Washington today. 
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HUEY IS BACK. 

In the lull since the election, we have had a vague 
sense of loss, a feeling that an interesting character 
was missing from the national scene, depriving it of 
a certain ineffable quality. Well, now we know that 
we have been thinking of the Kingfish, who has 
dived back into the news with a characteristic plunge. 
Huey, it seems, has been down to Warm Springs, and 
from that idyllic retreat he announces his program 
for the next Congress. It is to limit the earning pow- 
er of an individual to $1,000,000 a year and the 
amount that a person can inherit to $5,000,000. And, 
signing off, the doughty Senator from Louisiana is- 
sues this manifesto: “I shall offer my plan as a rider 
to every bill in the Senate.” By March, we presume, 
Huey’s riders will be numerous enough to form a 
cavalry division. Anyway, that sense of loss is dis- 
pelled. 
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“THE GOATEE. 

The plain-clothes men of Washington must be 
charged with a ludicrous blunder. As the story goes, 
a distinguished visitor appeared in the Capitol the 
other day, called at the offices of Chairman Collier of 
the Ways and Means Committee, later dropped in on 
Representative Rainey, and all the while was shad- 
owed by the sleuths, who suspected they had a Com- 
munist to deal with, because, forsooth, the man wore 
a goatee. 

True, the goatee bloometh where it listeth, and 
it has been seen in the thousands of prints of the 
eminent Trotzky that have decorated the daily and 
periodical pages of more than a decade. Neverthe 
less, the goatee is the badge of respectability, the in- 
signium of colonial virtue and simple faith. It is as 
intrinsically American as the proud, white pillars 
of an architecture that is all but gone, as the green 
shutters, the rosebush and the honeysuckle. History 
is implicit in it, and the hospitality of tall and tin- 
kling glasses, crowned with mint and carrying, when 
correctly contrived, a nectar that once made the 
Olympian rafters ring. 

We proffer our apology to Maj. Frederick Whitmore 
of Kalamazoo, Mich., for the boorish deportment of 
Washington's police, who, looking upon a goatee, saw 
red when they should have seen red, white and blue, 
beheld the powdered wigs of the founding fathers, 
heard the strains of “The Star-Spüngled Banner,” 
and, swinging down the corridors, should have met 
the dignity of a later but yet an old school—a school 
that dressed itself in the elegance of broadcloth, a 
fine expanse of starched shirtfront, chased studs and 
threads of gold chain in precise loops that somehow 
achieved a debonair effect. 

The goatee has been appropriated and usurped by 
the unworthy, as Col. Whitmore doubtless knows, 
but, even sor its possessor is entitled to esteem until, 
by his own acts, he shall have forfeited it. 

Again we apologize to Gen. Whitmore. 
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FEWER AUTOS, FEWER DEATHS. 

The report of Roy B. Chapin as Secrétary of Com- 
merce by recess appointment is authority for the in- 
formation that for the first time since the advent 
of the automobile have traffic fatalities declined. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Chapin's statistics, final figures for 
1932 will show a slight decrease in the number of 
persons killed in traffic this year in comparison with 
the number who lost their lives last year. In 1931, 
no fewer than 33,500 persons were killed and 1,000,000 
more injured in traffic accidents. Whatever ‘gratifi- 
cation might result from Mr. Chapin’s announcement 
is canceled by his explanation. The decrease in fa- 
talities, he assures us, is “attributable in the main to 
reduction in automobile registrations.”. In other 
words, there have been fewer traffic deaths this year 
because there have been fewer automobiles in op 
ration. The economic loss occasioned by these ac. 
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eidents, it has been determined by the National Con- 


ference on Street and Highway Safety, exceeds three 


billion dollars for the year. It is a sorry reflection 
on American life that so great a cost in human lives 
and economic activity ia checked only by a general ca 
lamity in the form of the depression. 
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JUDGE LOWELL AND WIRE-TAPPING. 

The abominable practice of obtaining evidence by 
tapping telephone wires met with the cengure it de, 
serves in a Boston liquor case, when Federal Judge 
Lowell bitterly denounced it in his charge to the 


jury. Judge Lowell, disdaining the use of polite} 


phrases, said wire-tapping is “contemptible” and 
“vile” and that, under its usage, Uncle Sam became 
a “sneaking cur” instead of an “honorable, upright 
gentleman.” / 7 

Although the United States Supreme Court, in June, 
1928, held that evidence obtained by wire-tapping is 
admissible in prohibition cases, the country-wide pro- 


test against such invasion of the privacy of citizens | 


led Attorney-General Mitchell and Maj. Woodcock, 
head of the prohibition unit, to discountenance it. 
Justice Brandeis, dissenting from the majority, had 
said: “If the Government becomes a law breaker, it 
breeds contempt for law; it invites every man to 
become a law unto himself; it invites anarchy.” That 
sentiment, rather than the majority opinion, was fol- 
lowed by Mitchell when it was proposed to clean up 
Washington by subjecting the people to unreasonable 
search and seizure. Mr. Mitchell said: 

The Government, by violating the constitu- 
tional rights of citizens, should not be placed in a 
better position than it otherwise would be. In 
the long run, nothing will be gained. 

Despite the attitude of Mitchell and Woodcock, dry 
agents have persisted in endeavoring to send men 
to prison with evidence obtained from wire-tapping. 
The jury in the Boston case, following Judge Lowell’s 
denunciation, disagreed, though, if a less hardy jurist 
had presided, one less devoted to our constitutional 
principles, the “contemptible” device might have 
worked. Wire-tapping has been practiced recently in 
St. Louis and Bast St. Louis (Illinois law makes it a 
telony) and a series of cases built upon that kind of 
evidence is now pending in local Federal courts. — 

Happily, we are at the close of the prohibition era, 
but we must be careful that its legacy of violations 
of the Bill of Rights must go with it. If not, the 
Same means used to trap bootleggers might worm 
their way into general acceptance, destroying the con- 
stitutional guarantees on which our freedom is based. 
So long as we have men on the bench of Judge 
Lowell's fiber, however, the ancient right of castle, 


the foundation stone of Anglo-Saxon freedom, is| 


secure. 
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BRACELETS AND FIRE ALARMS. 

For attachment to fire alarm boxes, the city is 
considering the purchase of 50 devices, costing $2600, 
that clamp a 4%-pound metal bracelet on the wrist of 
a person turning in an alarm. The idea is to catch 
miscreants who turn in false alarms, as their identity 
would be disclosed by the wrist decoration. It sounds 
very ingenious, but we fear it would not work. Many 
honest citizens, wishing to turn in a genuine alarm, 
would be deterred by the prospect of having such a 
metal weight fastened on them. Since those persons 
who turn in fake alarms do so partly to show their 
cleverness, they would be challenged to a little more 
cleverness by rigging up a device of sticks and wires 
to try to pull the alarm and safeguard their wrists. 
The culprit wearing such a bracelet might be detect- 
able. but only so long as it took him to find a cold 
chisel or skeleton key. Since detective work is the 
factor on which the plan’s success depends, it would 
seem that a little sleuthing around the present fire 
boxes, and scarcely $2500 worth of it, either, would 
bring the same result. 
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A WORD FOR THE GENERAL STORE. 

From New York City, fount of many a mistaken 
notion, comes the editorial announcement that there 
are no more country stores, that the developménts 
in merchandising have put them out of business. So 
utterly without foundation is this statement that it 
hardly warrants the notice of refutation. Thousands 
of country stores still dot the American countryside. 
Countless are the crossroads over which they preside. 

If the storied cracker barrel is a thing of the past, 
the big stove still glows red on winter days and 
around it gather a half dozen or more dwellérs in 
the township to wait for the mail and thresh out 
the problems of the day. A booted Mr. Antwine is 
the oracular spokesman, perhaps, but his hearers are 
ready to catch him up on theory or fact as they sit 
on their kegs and boxes roundabout. The general 
Store debated the merits of the Hayes and Tilden 
controversy; today it is picking the Cabinet for an- 
other Roosevelt. Men who heard their fathers argue 
free silver are now busy with the war debts. And 
around them are the shelves of tobacco, shoes and 
stock remedies, of bolts of dress material, molasses 
and cereals, of canned goods, sunbonnets and over- 
alls. Garden tools are at the rear, at the front the 
show case with school tablets, fishing lines, gum- 
drops, horehound and ropes of twisted licorice. 

The general store gone? Only if Missouri no longer 
contains Eminence, House Springs, High Ridge and 
Coldwater; Birch Tree, Mineola, Tiff and Krakow. 
Only if mail over in Illinois is no longer put off at 
Grantfork, Dorchester and Rosedale, at Bone Gap, Pos- 
ey and Moro; at IIliopolis and Mulberry Grove. There 
are country stores from one Portland to the other; 
from Walker, Minn., to Beeville, Tex. The fellow 
who thinks otherwise doesn’t know his America. 
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A LAME-DUCK BUDGET. 

The ways in which the pending lame-duck amend- 
ment will aid governmental efficiency have been told 
many times, but one point is worthy of notice now, 
in view of the session of Congress that opens to- 
day. This is the fact that the Government, for the 
fiscal year 1933-34, will operate under a lame-duck 
budget. That is, the schedule of Federal spending for 
the first year and more of Mr. Roosevelt’s administra- 
tion will be drawn up by the defeated administration, 
with its large numbers of Senators and Representa- 
tives who were repudiated at the polls last month. 

The people, having voted for an overturn in the 
personnel and policies of their Government, naturally 
would like to see the change take place as soon as 
possible. However, the Roosevelt economy pledges, 
at least so far as the budget is concerned, must wait 
for fulfillment, under our present archaic procedure, 
until the fiscal year 1934-35.

Congress and the War Debts 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. 
HERE is no reason whatever to think 
that Congress will, before Dec. 15, con- 
sent to revision of the war debts or to 
postponement of the next payment. There 
is the barest chance that Congress might 
consent to an arrangement about the. 
method of payments, designed to protect 
exchange. If an arrangement acceptable to 
the debtors can be worked out that appears 
as convincing evidence of their willingness 
to make payments, it is not entirely impos- 
sible that Congress might agree to it. But 


that is the outer limit of the concession now 


in sight. Congress will not poStpone. Con- 
gress will not recreate the War Debt Com- 
mission. Congress will not maké any move 
that commits it directly or indirectly to the 
principle of revision. 

The controlling consideration in’ the 
minds of virtually all Congressmen is a fear 
of having to explain any other course to 
their constituents. The cry that the debtors 
should pay or default is for them at this 
moment a perfect political formula. If the 
debtors pay, the Congressmen can say that 
they called the bluff of the foreigners. If 
the debtors default, the Congressmen are rid 
of the problem for the time being, and all 
the blame can be put upon the foreigner. 
But if they consent to postpone or revise, 
they must go home and defend their action, 
and this they do not intend to do. 


It may be said, I think, that the great ma- 
jority of Congressmen’ believe that the Eu- 
ropean debtors are bluffing and that they 
will pay if they are told to do so. The re- 
mainder, who understand the question some- 
what better, would in their hearts prefer a 


default to any other course, for it would re- 


lieve them ot respunsibility. 

All of them are governed by opinion 
among the voters, and there is little doubt, 
I think, that the determining factor in pub- 
lic opinion is the present plight of Ameri- 
can private debtors. The position is in- 
comprehensible without an understanding 
of the relationship between popular feeling 
about war debts and popular distress caused 
by farm and urban mortgages. 

It so happens that the aggregate of farm 
mortgage loans outstanding is. approximate- 
ly the same as the principal of the war 
debts. It is somewhere in the neighborhood 


of $9,500,000,000. There is in addition, ac- © 
cording to the estimates of Frederick C. 
Mills- in his recent volume on “Economic 


Tendencies in the United States”, a total of 
about 27 billions of urban real estate mort- 
gages outstanding. The huge debtor class 
owing these mortgages is in desperate 
straits. Politically it is the most powerful 
part of the electorate.

It would, I think, be accurate to say that 
it is determined not to consent to relief for 
foreign debtor governments until some hope 
of relief is opened to it.

If we consider as one fixed point in the 
matter the determination of Congress not 
to postpone or revise now, we may take as 
another fixed point the determination of 
the foreign governments not to make the 
payments next June. The problem in Ru- 
rope narrows itself down, therefore, to the 
question whether or not to make a last pay- 
ment under the old settlements Dec. 15. 

The case for immediate default, as the 
foreign governments see it, is that it will 
precipitate a solution instead of postponing 
it for another six months. If they default 


now, they create a situation in which the 


Roosevelt administration and the next Con- 
gress must come to them seeking to collect 
what they can instead of Europe pleading 
with Congress for consideration. Congress 
would be pleading with -Europe for some 
salvage out of the wreck. 

The case against immediate default, as the 
foreign governments see it, is that such ac- 
tion on their part would set an example the 
world over which might produce an endless 
series of defaults on all kinds of debts. It 
would, too, so acutely embitter international 
relations as to paralyze for a time the whole 
effort at reconstruction. 

By making the payments due Dec. 15, 
with clear notice that there must be révision 
before June, the debtor nations would not 
only keep their own records clear but would 
set the example to all debtors of a solution 
by adjustment rather than by collapse. This 
is clearly the wiser course when all the 
complex interests involved are considered. 
It is costly. The making of the payments 
will aggravate the depression. But public 
opinion must profit from the experience. It 
would not be so costly as action which 
struck at the foundations of all debts and 
at international undérstanding.' 

The efforts now in progress to make ar- 
rangements under which payments might be 
made without disastrous consequences are,

[PREACHES SERMON ON LIFE. 
AND TEACHINGS OF SPINOZA 


The Rev. George R. Dodson Says 
Philosopher Saw God in Differ- 
ent Stages. 

A sermon on the life and teach- 
ings of Benedict Spinoza, philoso- 
pher born in Holland 300 years ago, 
was given yesterday by the Rev. 
George R. Dodson at the Unitarian 

Church of the Unity. 


Dr. Dodson said, “for he did not 
believe that God is a great man 
above the blue who made the world 
a few thousand years ago and has 
been resting ever since the first 
Friday eve. He is often called a 
pantheist, but his religion was not 
what is now known as the lower 
pantheism. Rather is it the high- 
er pantheism of which Tennyson 
sings. For the lower pantheism 
God is in all things equally—in 
mud and dirt and tigers and 
pythons as well as in sages and 
saints. 

“But Spinoza saw that while God 
is immanent in the universe, he is 
present in different stages of de- 


cE jvelopment in different degrees. 


There is more of his life in an ani- 
mal than in a snowflake, more in 
man than an animal, and most of 
all in the déep places of thought 
and love in the best men and 
women.“

Continued From Page One. 


Here also I submit certain general 
propositions that have also been 
most carefully criticised and re- 
vised, as a strategy of progressive 
world effort: 

I In the present multifarious 
complexity of human affairs it is 
impracticable to attempt to achieve 
the objects already stated by one 
single creative revolutionary organ- 
ization. It is necessary to marshal 
a great variety of forces and pre- 
pare for a great variety of activ- 
ities. 

II. One powerful drive towards 

the new world is to be found in the 
organization of the natural resent- 
ment of the disinherited masses. 
This is what is known as the class 
war. It may supply immense driv- 
ing force towards the reconstruc- 
tion of human affairs, but as the 
objectives of the revolutionary 
world effort are approached the 
class war will diminish and finally 
disappear in the achievement of a 
classless society. 
III. Equally important already is 
that passion for achievement and 
righteousness that leads human 
beings to devote themselves to the 
studied replanning of social func- 
tions, production, distribution, edu- 
cation, science and the like. This 
motive is potentially as powerful in 
most human beings as the drive for 
monetary gain. 


Would Rescue World From 
Private Profit-Seeking. 


The creative motive demands or- 
ganization to rescue the world from 
private profit-seeking. The instinc- 
tive realization of this necessity al- 
ready finds expression in a variety 
of more or less disciplined and in- 
structed associations from the 
Communist party to the various 
Fascist associations. 

There is no reason for an arti- 
ficial and possibly entangling uni- 
fication so long as they are all in 
agreement as to the objectives of 
progressive effort already stated. 

Here I submit is a common basis 
and a common strategy on which 
all the progressive movements of 
the earth could agree at the pres- 
ent time. 

It excludes all personal devotion 
royalists, nationalists, militarists, 
economic and financial individual- 
ists and, indeed, every type of re- 
actionary. 

It will oblige the intelligent Com- 
munist to think, and the reaction- 
ary Communist to blaspheme and 
show his essentially reactionary 
quality. It is as acceptable to an 
intelligent man or woman in China 
or Chile as it is in Moscow or Glas- 
gow. 

It supplies a criterion by which 
all contemporary politics can be 
judged and a general statement of 
direction to which every movement 
should be oriented. 

So as least it appears to me. -I 
publish this report on what 1 have 
talked out with a very varied selec- 
tion of people. It is my attempt to 
record the progressive movement 
up to date. 

It may need extensions or quali- 
fications that I do not realize. If 
so let me hammer it out again. Let 
it have appendices and footnotes, 
so long as they do not smother it. 
Let it be rewritten so long as it is 
not rewritten out of sight. 

But of the urgent necessity at the 
present time for such a compact 
credo, that can go into all lan- 
guages and supply a common basis 
of action and reference, I am pro- 
foundly convinced.

NATIONAL BODY 


Tom Erbe, star fullback, who last 
season helped the- Stix Club to the 
national final in the United States 
Football Association championship 
series, has been suspended by the 
U. S. F. A., according to word re- 
ceived here today from James Arm- 
strong of New York, secretary of 
the national body. 
Erbe stands suspended for com- 
peting with an amateur club—the 
Spick and Spans of the Municipal 
League, when he was properly re- 
tained on the reserve list of the 
Stix team, professional club for the 
1932-33 season. 
Armstrong, in his letter, received 
by Winton E. Barker, Western 
commissioner, terms the offense as 
a serious one. 
The letter in part read as fol- 
lows: 
“Our records show that Player 
Tom Erbe was properly retained 
for the 1932-33 season by the Stix 
Club and his offense in signing 
with a Municipal Association team 
without being released and with- 
out re-registration is a serious one.” 
If the national commission of the

This unique museum — the only 
one in the world devoted to the 
tributes of admiratiqn and affec- 
tion. for a living ™ —will have 
been in existence e years and a 
half next Christnias.day. It has 
been visited by more than 5,000,- 
000 persons, representing every 
state in the — * — 
very country on the globe. 
; — June 25, 1927, “Slim” Lind- 
bergh, a diffident young pilot 
fresh from the St. Louis-Chicago 
air mail line, consented to let the 
500 trophies commemorating his 
New York-Paris flight go on dis- 
play for 10 days. Many, including 
himself, thought most of the shout- 
ing was over, and he could soon 
return to obscurity. 
Grows in Popularity. 

Never was a theory more spec- 
tacularly exploded. His fame, 
measured in lines of newspaper 
space, then exceeded that of any 
other man by thousands of col- 
umns. Since then it has doubled. 
When. the memorial closed at 5 
p. m. on the first day of the trophy 
display, about 15,000 had passed 
through the hall and hundreds 
were waiting in line. In 10 days, 
80,000 persons saw it; in three 
weeks, 130,000; in two years, 3,000,- 


000. 

When the 10 * were up, Col. 
Lindbergh agreed to leave his tro- 
phies—they are still his property 
—in the custody of Missouri His- 
torical Society for display at the 
memorial “as long as there is 
marked public interest.” That 
means for a long time to come, 
for visitors still flock to the dis- 
play, several hundred every week 
day, several thousands every Sun- 
day and additional hundreds, 
sometimes thousands, following ev- 
ery announcement of additions to 
the display. 

2300 Gifts on Display. 

Now the Lindbergh museum has 
the west wing of the memorial all 
to itself. It comprises 2300 gifts, 
representing the highest honors 
and finest craftsmanship o. every 
country Col. Lindbergh has vis- 
ited and many he has never seen. 
New gifts arrive every few weeks. 
In all, 143 great cases have been 
unpacked and their precious, or 
odd, or amusing, or historic con- 
tents placed on display. And Col. 


more cases are on the way. 

Most famous of all the visitors, 
of course, was Col. Lindbergh him- 
self . He has viewed the display 
four times, the last time on New 
Year’s day, 1930, with Mrs. Anne 
Morrow Lindbergh. Mrs. Lind- 
bergh, before her marriage, had 
viewed the collection with her 
mother. Her father, the late 
Dwight Morrow, also had seen it, 
as had Lindbergh's mother, Mrs. 
Evangeline Lindbergh. Many of 
the exhibits were gifts to Lind- 
bergh’s mother or his wife. 

Removes Only Goggles. 

Col. Lindbergh paused long be- 
fore a mode] of the “Spirit of St. 
Louis” carved from a single dia- 
mond and before a pair of silver 
globes, celestial and terrestia 
made in 1700 and valued at $48, 
000, which were presented by Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst. But the 
only gift he has removed from the 
display was a pair of deluxe gog- 
gies. 

Mrs. Nettie H. Beauregard, cura- 
tor and archivist of the historical 
society, informed him that cases of 
furs and clothing, stored in the 
basement vaults, were opened from 
time to time and made moth proof, 
He and Mrs. Lindbergh replied 
that was no function to impose on 
a historical society, and had her 
forward them to him. Dozens of 
cases, containing uncounted hun- 
dreds of thousands of congratula- 
tory letters and telegrams, remain 
in the vaults. 

Two noted pioneers in airplane 
construction, Orville Wright and 
Glenn Curtiss, like Col. Lindbergh, 
showed lively interest in exhibits of 
practical use for aviators, as well 
as such rarities as the Woodrow 
Wilson peace medal, bestowed on 
only two men before Lindbergh, 
fragments from the Columbus fam- 
uy altar at Santo Domingo and 
from the anchor of the “Santa 
Maria,” likenesses of Col. Lind- 
silver, gold, to- 
bacco leaf and colored sand. 

Wright paused before a photo- 
graph, “Wilbur Wright at the age 
of 2,” sent with a touching mes- 
sage by an old lady. “Very inter- 
esting,’ he commented. “But it was 
never Wilbur.” 

Some Notable Visitors. 

Coste and Bellonte, Ruth Nich- 
ols, Charles Dollfus, Parisian ba- 
loonist; H. E. Honewell and Al- 
bert Bond Lambert of St. Louis 
were a few of the other names in 
aviation registered among visitors 
to the display. A noted one is lack- 
ing from the register, that of James 
A. Doolittle, speed champion. 

Visiting the Lindberg Museuva 
with several others, Maj. Doolittle 
held back while they stepped for- 
ward to pen their autographs. 

A visit to the memorial by Capt. 
Dieudonne Coste and Lieut. Mau- 
rice Bellonte, who made the first 
successful flight from Paris to 
New York, was a feature of their

Mrs. Beauregard asked 
those waiting if they could wait 
20 minutes longer, and they 
cheered and stepped back while 
the children went in. 

Lieutenant-General Werner von 
Blomberg had wired the German 
Consul before he arrived on Nov. 
5, 1930, that he had time to do 
only one thing in St. Louis, and 
that was to visit the Lindbergh 
museum. He dashed out with his 
aid between trains. As the court- 
ly Germans departed, two busses 
were unloading tourists who gaped 
to see the Military gentlemen click 
heels, the aid a pace in the rear, 
while the General kissed the cura- 
tor’s hand. Most of them glanced 
suspiciously about for a movie 
camera. 


Ambassador Paul Claudel of 
France reached the display in mid- 
afternoon of a very crowded day 
last March. “Do not further tire 
yourself.” Mrs. Beauregard told 
him in French. “You can see much 
in an easy stroll about the room.” 

She says she never saw a more 
grateful glance. She took Claudel, 
himself a famous poet, to a bit of 
verse she thought his mood called 
for. At least it looked like poetry. 
if one did not look too closely. It 
accompanied a grotesque picture 
of Lindbergh astride an eagle, 
waving an American flag over the 
Atlantic. The verse thanked Lind- 
bergh for the inspiration that made 
a girl an artist—for evidences the 
picture. Laughing, Claudel seemed 
to forget his weariness. 

On the Guests’ Register. 

The guests’ register was begun 
on Jan. 21, 1930. The first name is 
Marie Garesche (formerly of St. 
Louis), Countess Vincent des Rioux 
de Messimy. Then there are Babe 
Ruth, Cuban Ambassador Ferrara, 
former German Ambassador Pritt- 
witz, Colleen Moore, Leatrice Joy, 
the Forbes-Leiths of London, re- 
lated to the Januarys of St. Louis; 
Major-General Hugh L. Scott, re- 
tired; Vilma Banky; Compte Serge 
Napolean Fleury of the French 
Foreign Ministry; Max Huber, 
chairman of the Red Cross Inter- 
national Committee and former 
president of the Permanent Court 
of International Justice: Grace 
Hegger Lewis, former wife of Sin- 
clair Lewis and writer of a book 
“Half a Loaf;” George Arliss, ac- 
tor, who delved also into the So- 
ciety’s Mark Twain letters; the il- 
legible name of a Czecho-Slovakian 
museum curator, and so on almost 
ad lib. 

Gen. Scott, whose earliest mili- 
tary ofes were the Indians, became 
their friend and protector, and the 
interpreter of their culture to the 
white man. Attendants and offi- 
cilals of the society flocked about 
him on his day at the memorial to 
hear his stories. He had trans- 
lated for the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion Indian sign languages which 
he was the only white man to de- 
cipher, and, as late as 1915, made 
peace for the Government with 
the Pieutes in Utah. He was chief 
of staff when the United States en- 
tered the World War, and recom- 
mended Pershing to command the 
A. E. F.

To Ourselves. 


T does not matter much what 
Irie say about us, irritating 

as it sometimes is. If they 
are not talking about us, they 
will be talking about someone 
else. A whispering campaign of 
some kind is always going on. 
Of more importance is what we 
say, or do not say, about others, 
in that it reveals what we are. 
At times a silence on our part 
can be more cruel than a cut- 
ting bit of gossip. 

No, what really matters, and 
often determines all the rest, is 
what we say to ourselves, and 
about ourselves, in the secret 
place of our own soul. It is this 
inner conversation, this private 
gossip, that counts, as regards 
both our happiness and useful- 
ness in life. Often we say of a 
friend, He is in a state of 
mind,” and we go to “talk him 
out of it.” How did he get that 
way? He talked himself into 
it, perhaps without realizing 
what he was doing. In the back 
of his own mind he kept saying 
a sad or cynical thing about 
himself, until at last he came to 
believe it. 

Let_a man begin to say to 
himself in the solitude of his 
own mind: What is the use, any- 
way? What difference does it 
make? What is it all about? Is 
the game worth the candle? Is 
it worth while? The world is 
against me. If I can get by with 
it, why not? Such self-cynicism 
does things to us. It is like tak- 
ing a dose of slow, poison. For, 
as a man habitually talks to him 
self, so he is before he is aware 
of it. Such talk has a strange 
hypnotic power, because it ap- 
peals to our tendency to recline, 
to shine, to whine, which is 
deep down in us. 

All of us know how easy it 
is to fall into debilitating talk 
with ourselves, in a dismal mood 
of depression, when we feel 4s 
worthless as a run-down shoe 
at a rummage sale, Or it may

The idea is appalling to many 
children whose own secret records 
of lies told to get an ice cream 
cone, to escape a stale dfity, to 
avert parental wrath, rise up be- 
fore them. The child too many 
times had fallen from the spotless 
virtue which seemed necessary to 
become such a hero as Washington. 


With relief the child learns that 
Lincoln, although history made no 
point of his inability to tell a lie, 
did play practical jokes, told fun- 
ny stories and ran a grocery store 
that was a failure. 

There was a hero to whom a 
child at once felt near; who was 
not so utterly perfect as to over- 
whelm one with feelings of guilt 
and inferiority at the mere thought 
of him. 

It helps children in their striv-

The parents and teachers who 
have the best results with children 
are those who quite honestly admit 
their ignorance and their faults.

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A Few General Observations. 
HAVE concluded, for the time 
being, my explanation of the re- 

- Sponses which we use when the 
partner has opened with a bid 
of one in a suit } 
or one no trump. fe 
Before going on 
to deal with 
opening bids of 
more than one 
and the related 
responses, I wish 
to urge my read- 
ers to look 
‘through the va- 
rious responses 
again and com- 
pare them. I 
want you to real 
ize that each fits 
logically into its 
place next to its * 
neighbor, that all the ground is 
pretty thoroughly covered, and 
that where they overlap, they leave 
scope for individual judgment in 
making a selection. 


This adds enormously to the in- 
terest of the game; we would not 
enjoy it if every situation could be 
infallibly analyzed to a certainty. 
Then,’ too, there are extreme freak 
hands which will defeat any sys- 
tem created for everyday use, 
though I am confident that the 
Sims system of bidding offers 
greater protection against misfit 
freaks than the others which are 
used against me in tournaments. 

I do not wish you to memorize all 
the requirements I have set forth 
for the various responses. That is 
unnecessary — they suggest them- 
selves once the principle is clear to 
you and you are convinced that the 
methods are logical and co-ordi- 
nated. Memorize the primary trick 
valuations—no great effort is need- 
ed, you will agree—and study the 
éxamples analytically. 

Take an old deck of cards and 
make up hands to illustrate the va- 
risus types of holdings, both for 
bidding and responding, and notice 
how the necessary information, 
both negative and positive, can be 
exchanged. 

Future articles will include ex- 
amples of and comments on this 
phase of the bidding when hands 
actually played are discussed. In 
Contract, do not mistake mathe- 
matics for precision.

Last week I observed a striking 
instance of blundering through not 
allowing for rather obvious dupli- 
cation by applying the leeway

West dealt and passed this hand; 
South opened fourth hand with one 
heart, West passed, waiting for the 
denial—which came in spades.

South passed and West bid three 
clubs, his opportunity for setting 
the opponents in a major suit hav- 
ing been removed. Now East, mes- 
merized by his apparent fit in 
clubs, blindly bid five clubs, which 
was set one trick vulnerable. He 
should have realized that there 
were, as far as he could tell, three 
sure losers in the hand. By bidding 
four clubs he would have con- 
veyed that notion to West who, 
with the spades bid on his left, 
would then pass. 

If game was to be risked, East 
should have tried three no trumps 
since North and South did not sup- 
port each other's major suits and 
West had entered the bidding at 
three, although Hast had not been 
doubled in two diamonds. There 
would have been time to revert to 
clubs if the no trumps were dou- 
bled. East's jack of spades would 
probably protect the king or queen 
on the opening lead if West holds 
a spade honor, as appears likely. 
Had West not liked the opening 
Heart bid, would he not have over- 
called it immediately with two 
clubs?

Every girl who goes out much in 
the evening can’t seem to over- 
come the problem of sufficient eve- 
ning dresses—unless she is fortu- 
nate enough to be a millionaire’s 
daughter.

E have rather neglected 
W chickens in our menus and 

just now roasting spring 
chickens are at their best. For 
dinner, let us start with a spiced 
tomato bouillon, then the roast 
chicken with sausage dressing. 
With this we will have stewed red 
cabbage and Parisienne potatoes 
which have a very fine flavor. For 
the hot bread, cinnamon rolls. A 
good dessert, which can be made 
the day before, is a burnt almond 
charlotte. 


Spiced Tomato Bouillon. 


One large can of tomatoes, 

Eight cloves, 

One bay leaf, 

One dozen whole, black peppers, 

One stalk of celery, 

One sliced onion, 

A few sprigs of parsley. 

Simmer slowly for one hour. 
Strain, season with salt and pepper 
and serye piping hot. : 


Roast Chicken. 

Buy a good sized roasting chick- 
en weighing from four to five 
pounds. Wash and singe and re- 
move the oil sack. Dredge well 
with salt and pepper and fill with 
the following dressing: 

One-half pound of sausage. meat, 

Three cups of stale bread 
crumbs, 

One tablespoon of sausage drip- 
pings,

parsley, 

One-half cup of chopped celery, 

Four tablespoons of chopped 
onion, 

Two teaspoons of salt, 

One teaspoon of poultry season-

One-half teaspoon of pepper.

Dissolve one cake of yeast in 
one-third cup of warm water with 
a pinch of sugar. Pour one cup of 
scalded milk over four tablespoons 
of sugar, three tablespoons of but- 
ter and one teaspoon of salt. Let 
cool; add yeast and enough sifted 
flour to make a soft dough. Let 
rise; pat down; let rise again. Roll 
out about one-fourth inch thick. 
Cover with brown sugar and cin- 
namon and one-third cup of melted 
butter. Roll and cut in one-half 
inch slices. Butter pan, and butter 
between each roll when placing in 
pan. Place rolls close together and 
let rise‘ in a warm place until light. 
Bake in a quick oven for 20 min- 
utes. 


Burnt Almond Charlotte. 

Caramelize one cup of sugar and 
two-thirds of a cup of blanched al- 
monds. Roll in a ball and then al- 
low it to get cold and hard. Put 
through the meat chopper. Into a 
small cup put one and a half ta- 
blespoons of gelatine in two table 
spoons of milk. Set cup in a sauce- 
pan of hot water and stir until 
the gelatin is melted.

Sleep Seizures 
MONG™the interesting diseases 
known to medicine there is one 
called narcolepsy, characterized 

by recurring attacks of irresisti- 
ble sleep, coming upon the suf- 
fered during the daytime. 


Occasionally, too, there is a sud- 
den but passing loss of muscle 
power. This second phase of the 
disease is known as cataplexy and 
usually comes on during profound 
emotional disturbances. The vic- 
tim falls helplessly to the ground. 


It is known that narcolepsy oc 
casionally is associated with defi- 
nite changes in the body,due eith- 
er to accident, to infections or to 
new growths. A large number of 
narcolepsy cases, however, are of 
undetermined origin. 


No uniformly effective method 
of treatment has been discovered. 
Most of the drug remedies have 
been, as logic would warrant, of a 
stimulating character. Psychologie 
treatment, including psychoanaly- 
sis, also has been employed, and 
for this, too, successes have been 
claimed. | 

The prevailing opinion as to the 
cause of the disease ig that cata- 
leptic seizures are due to an ina- 
bility of the suprarenal glands, lo- 
cated above the kidneys, to se- 
crete quickly and in sufficient 
quantities their specific internal 
secretion, one of the effects of 
which is to raise blood pressure. 

This is particularly likely to be 
the case when the individual is 
subjected to emotional stress. 

For it has been established ex- 
perimentally that during intense 
emotions, such as fear or anger, 
there takes place in the normal 
body a more active secretion of 
@drenalin substance. 

Recently ephedrine, a drug de 
rived from a plant originally cul- 
tivated and for many years used 


in China, has been employed in the 


treatment of narcolepsy... 
Ephedrine has an effect upon 
the body, blood vessels and blood
